The percentage 
of attendance is good and there has been a decrease in the 
amount of tardiness. The total number of pupils registered 
in the district was 30. High school pupils in attendance in 
nearby districts numbered 13. This makes a total of 43 
pupils residing in the district and attending public schools.

On account of this and the small num- 
ber of pupils it may seem to some that only one school should
